The year’s Town Report cover features a photograph of the original 1750 
calfskin proprietor’s map of Perrystown (which was incorporated as 
the Town of Sutton in 1784). This important artifact was in a state of 
disrepair and was painstakingly restored by the Conservation Laboratory 
of Joseph J. Mariotti which ts located in Milton Vermont. Local historian 
Jack Noon provides a fascinating account of our Town's first tax map on 
page 13.

Report from the 
Round Room 2005 


mong the projects completed this year was the restoration of the 

original 1750 calfskin proprietor’s map of Perrystown (which 
was incorporated as the Town of Sutton in 1784). The map, which is 
featured on our 2005 Town Report cover, was in a state of disrepair, 
darkened with age, buckling and extremely difficult to read. Rather 
than lose this important artifact forever, we sent it to Joseph Mariotti’s 
conservation lab to have it restored. Restoration included ph testing, 
surface cleaning, and treatment in an ultrasonic humidification cham- 
ber for stabilization and flattening. It was then loosely stitched with 
linen onto acid-free foam core backing to allow for seasonal expan- 
sion. The lens material was replaced with ultraviolet filter material 
and reframed with acid-free paper from the verso. We think it is now 
ready to be displayed proudly for at least another couple of centuries. 
Local historian Jack Noon has provided us with a fascinating account 
of how our first proprietor’s map came into existence which follows 
this Round Room Report. 


In our 2005 Round Room Report, we continue the tradition of acknowl- 
edging a Sutton resident who has made noteworthy contributions to our 
community. This year, we feature local author and historian, Jack Noon. 


Jack’s interest in Sutton began with frequent visits throughout his child- 
hood to his grandparents’ summer place in Sutton. His grandparents, 
Pete and Dorothy Hill, bought Sutton’s Old Redington Tavern and the 
John Redington house as summer places in the early 1940s. Both were 
very run down and had neither phones nor electricity. The Redington 
Tavern was sold out of the family a few years ago, and Jack has lived 
at the Redington House (circa 1830) since 1977. 


Jack explains how he became interested in Sutton’s history as follows: 
“Three people have been directly responsible for involving me with 
Sutton’s history. Silver-tongued GEORGE WELLS early in the 1990s 
convinced me that I needed to join the Sutton Historical Society and 
serve a term on its board. CARLTON BRADFORD and LARRY BEN- 
NETT were both board members then and persuaded me to work 
with them on the Harvey family papers that had just been donated to 
Musterfield Farm. As I researched and wrote Muster Days at Muster 
Field Farm, I put together research files on Sutton for a planned book 
on the horse path that Ebenezer Noyes marked out and cut from South 
Sutton over to Salisbury in 1770. That book bogged down because I 
ran into so many inaccuracies in the 1890 town history about Sutton’s 
pre-incorporation years, when it was known as Perrystown.”

The rest, as they say, is history. Jack researched and wrote Perrystown 
1749-1784, the Early History of Sutton, New Hampshire. The Sutton 
Historical Society decided to publish Jack’s Perrystown as the Town 
History’s first volume and persuaded Jack to continue his work on 
the Town History project. Those interested in assisting with research 
for this historical project should attend the Sutton Historical Society’s 
meetings which are held every third Wednesday of the month from 
7-9 p.m. at the Baptist Church in North Sutton. 


Please join us in thanking Jack for his commitment to our Town’s 
history. If you are interested in other works by Jack Noon, we have 
included some recommended reading following Jack’s account on the 
1750 Proprietor’s map. 


HIGHLIGHTS OF 2005

Paul was rec- 
ognized for the excellent job that he does 
in maintaining and improving Sutton’s 
transportation infrastructure; his strong 
administrative skills and the excellent 
level of morale and teamwork evident 
in the function of the Sutton Highway 
Department.

Last year voters approved a warrant article for a new police station. 
We were able to locate our new police facility on town-owned land and 
used modular construction techniques, both of which helped us keep 
construction costs down. Local contractor, Chris Rowe of C.S. Rowe, 
LLC., was awarded the contract for our Police Facility. We appreciate 
the workmanship that he and his crew provided. We encourage you 
to visit the new Police Department’s facility which is located at the 
intersection of Route 114 and North Road. 


In 2005, the Town appropriated funds for the Solid Waste Facility to 
build anew recycling building. In addition, the facility received a grant 
from the New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services for 
oil recycling. The Facility generated over $28,000 in revenues from the 
combined sources of recycling and construction debris and septage tip- 
ping fees. These revenues are added to the general fund to offset the 
tax rate. This Board receives frequent compliments on the exemplary 
manner in which the Solid Waste Facility Supervisor, Walt Simonds, 
manages our town’s transfer station. 


The Sutton Volunteer Fire Department responded to 123 calls this year, 
and the Rescue Squad responded to 79 incidents. This Board salutes these 
volunteers for their selfless commitment to community service. Our highly 
trained emergency response personnel cannot do their jobs, if they cannot 
locate you! With an ever growing and ever changing population of both 
year-round and summer residents, it is not possible for our public safety 
personnel to know who lives in every residence. We would like to take 
this opportunity to remind you that your Emergency Response (E-911) 
street number must be displayed near the roadside entrance to your house. 
Your street number should be posted in three-inch reflective numbers at 
the roadside as well as on your dwelling. If you do not know your E-911 
street number, please contact the Selectmen’s Office.

As many of you are aware there were several transitions on the Planning 
Board this year. We accepted with regret the resignation of RD White and 
John Csutor from the Board and appointed Courtney Galluzzo as a mem- 
ber, and Sue Ellen Reel, Carrie Thomas and David Burnham as alternates. 
We created the administrative position of Land Use Coordinator in 2005, 
and in April we selected Marnee Saltalamacchia to fill this much needed 
position. Marnee has risen capably to the task, and we were grateful to 
have her on “board” as both the Zoning Board and Planning Board were 
faced with an unprecedented amount of activity this year. 


The Zoning Board conducted thirty hearings in 2006. A full 50% of these 
hearings pertained to granting building permits within the wetlands’ 
setback. The Planning Board completed the Master Plan, adopted new 
standards for subdivision roads, and provided review and comment on 
various road issues. In addition to holding preliminary consultations, 
the Planning Board reviewed four major subdivisions; approved eight 
minor subdivisions; two voluntary mergers; one lot line adjustment; and 
conducted a site plan hearing for the replacement/reconstruction of an 
existing cell tower. As the year ended, the Planning Board continued 
deliberations on two proposed changes to the Zoning Ordinance. 


After thirteen years of service, our beloved Health Officer, Barbara 
MacDonald submitted her resignation but agreed to continue to serve 
as deputy. We are grateful to Barbara for her dedication to this posi- 
tion and are pleased to report that David Burnham agreed to serve as 
our new Health Officer. 


In closing we wish to thank all those who served the Town during 
2005. ‘Io our committed and professional staff, our dedicated public 
officials and our cadre of devoted volunteers, we extend our utmost 
appreciation for your contribution of time, judgment, knowledge and 
experience as we strive for the common goal of municipal excellence. 
We also thank the townspeople for their good citizenship. The state 
of New Hampshire is experiencing growth pressure, and Sutton is 
feeling its share of this growth spurt along with the rest of our region. 
It is through your compliance with local and state regulations, your 
participation in local government and your respect and appreciation 
for our Town’s natural beauty that we continue to maintain the rural 
character and charm that exemplifies the Town of Sutton.

The 1750 Map 


| Bias beautifully restored town map drawn on calfskin and now hang- 
ing in the selectmen’s office is a spectacular link back to the years 
when Sutton was known as Perrystown. The map is a key document 
of the town’s heritage. 


Sometime in the early months of 1750 the surveyor Timothy Clements 
made the map after he and the five men on his surveying crew had 
just returned to their Massachusetts-border-area homes. They’d been 
camping out during a 28-day, winter work stint in the wilderness of 
the newly granted township of Perrystown. Clements had used a field 
compass and surveying chains and had likely filled a record book with 
his surveyor’s notes. The men who’d worked with Clements were Cap- 
tain Obadiah Perry, for whom Perrystown was named, and Daniel Poor, 
Stephen Whitticker, Benjamin Eaton, and Daniel Roberts. Together they 
had laid out the township into dozens of surveyed and corner-marked 
lots in three sections. One section would remain with the Masonian 
Proprietors, who had granted the township to Obadiah Perry and 54 
other men, and the lots in the other two sections — formally called 
divisions — would be assigned to the grantees at an official “drawing 
of lots.” Each grantee (town proprietor) was to be given one lot in the 
first division and one lot in the second division as a way to balance out 
good land and poor land into shares of equal value. Clements was to 
be paid 50 shillings a day for his surveying work, and the others were 
promised daily wages of 28 shillings. 


Clements completed the map, but he wasn’t paid. The money was 
supposed to come from assessments levied on the grantees. Few if 
any of the grantees ever planned to settle in Perrystown. They took 
the free land with the intent of selling it later and occasionally balked 
at paying their shares of expenses. Enough of the grantees failed to 
pay their assessments for financing the surveying crew so that at least 
Clements and Perry faced considerable delays in being paid for their 
work. When the grantees met on July 5, 1750, to make final arrange- 
ments for the official drawing of lots in Portsmouth, which would take 
place in the presence of representatives of the Masonian Proprietors, 
the understandably irritated Timothy Clements refused to turn over the 
map until he’d been paid. Without the map the surveyed lots couldn’t 
be distributed among the grantees. 


Somehow during the next few days Clements, to his later regret, was 
persuaded to hand over the map to the town proprietors, and a draw- 
ing of lots took place at Ann Slayton’s inn on July 11, 1750. Among the 
Harvey family papers at Muster Field Farm there is a receipt signed 
by Obadiah Perry and dated August 7, 1750, acknowledging that he’d 
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finally been paid for his work in laying out the lots. Months later, 
however, Timothy Clements still hadn’t been paid and in June, 1751, 
filed a lawsuit against the town proprietors. 


The Town proprietors evidently kept Clements’ original map and gave 
a copy of it to the Masonian Proprietors at the drawing of lots. More 
than twenty years later the copy served as the base for the Perrystown 
map drawn by Jonas Minot on July 26, 1771, to show that the town pro- 
prietors hadn’t fulfilled the terms of the charter and that the township 
therefore was subject to forfeiture back to the Masonian Proprietors. 
That 1771 map includes the roads of the time and the first seven homes 
of Perrystown settlers. 


The map now in the selectmen’s office probably stayed with the town 
proprietors down by the Massachusetts border into the 1790s. It most 
likely arrived in Sutton when the final meetings of the town proprietors 
were being held at Matthew Harvey’s house at Muster Field Farm. At 
that time the few remaining original Perrystown proprietors or their 
heirs were dividing the scraps of leftover land in Sutton that because 
of surveying difficulties hadn’t been assigned at the 1750 drawing of 
lots. Matthew Harvey in the 1790s was a town proprietor because he’d 
bought a complete original share of land rather than a subdivided por- 
tion. It seems quite likely that after the town proprietors’ governing 
role came to an end with Perrystown’s incorporation as Sutton in 1784 
and after the last reason for the proprietary’s existence disappeared in 
the 1790s with the assignment of the third division lots, that Matthew 
Harvey in his dual role as representative of the town of Sutton and of 
the proprietors would have wound up with both the 1750 map and the 
Proprietor’s Book of Records. 


From the 1790s into the 1890s the rolled or folded map along with the 
Proprietors’ Book of Records probably stayed with other town papers. 
In the absence of a town vault these early records would have been 
passed on from selectman to selectman and kept in private homes. 
An obscure reference in the published annual town report for the year 
ending February 11, 1847, shows that selectman J. Henry Allen was 
paid fifty cents “For removing town chest for A. Page’s to his house.” 
Thus it seems probable that during most of the nineteenth century Sut- 
ton relied on a wandering trunk for protecting early town documents, 
including the 1750 map. 


After the dedication of the Pillsbury Memorial Hall in 1892, the Per- 
rystown and Sutton records were stored in the town vault. Until the 
invention of flashlights, candles or kerosene lanterns would have been 
used for lighting its dark corners. Many town documents likely rested 
there untouched for decades. Then in the 1950s long-term selectman 
Bob Bristol, who lived at Muster Field Farm had a very strong interest 
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in the history of the town, explored the town vault and found the 1750 
map. He included an account of it in the annual town report for 1956. 
More than thirty years later he was undoubtedly the driving force be- 
hind having the document professionally preserved. The 1987 annual 
town report described the map’s treatment by the Northeast Document 
Conservation Center. 


The map then hung on the wall of the selectmen’s office, but unfor- 
tunately it slumped in its unmated frame, seemed to be fading, and 
gave further indications of being in need of professional help. After 
its recent restoration by Joseph Mariotti it should serve well to show 
future generations in Sutton the very beginnings of the town. It is truly 
a town treasure.

Financial Highlights

¢ Operating revenue for the year was $2,040,267. 

e Operating Budget expenditures increased by 60,020 

e The General Fund (operating Fund) reflected on a modified accrual 
basis of accounting, reports $610,209.22 in fund balance (surplus) 


Overview of Government-wide and Fund Financial Statements 


The government-wide financial statements for the Town of Sutton report 
information on Sutton’s basic financial statements. The Town’s basic fi- 
nancial statements include three components: Government-Wide Finan- 
cial Statements, Fund Financial Statements and Notes to Basic Financial 
Statements. These statements include all assets of the Town (including 
most infrastructure) as well as liabilities (including long term debt). Ad- 
ditionally, certain eliminations have been made in regards to interfund 
activity, payables and receivables. The Fund Financial Statements in- 
clude statements for two categories of activities - governmental and 
fiduciary. The governmental activities are prepared using the current 
financial resources measurement focus and modified accrual basis of ac- 
counting. The fiduciary activities are agency funds, which only report a 
balance sheet and do not have a measurement focus. 


The Statement of Net Assets and Statement of Activities report infor- 
mation about the Town as a whole and about its activities. These state- 
ments include all assets and liabilities of the Town using the accrual 
basis of accounting, which is similar to the accounting used by most pri- 
vate-sector companies. All of the current year’s revenues and expenses 
are taken into account regardless of when cash is received or paid. 


These two statements report the Town’s net assets and changes in 
them. Net Assets are the difference between assets and liabilities, 


re 


which is one way to measure the Town’s financial health or position. 
Over time, increases or decreases in the Town’s net assets are one in- 
dicator of whether its financial health is improving or deteriorating. 
Other factors to consider are changes in the Town’s property tax base 
and the condition of the Town’s roads and equipment. 


Governmental activities report all of the Town’s basic service activi- 
ties that include general government services, law enforcement, pub- 
lic works, recreation services and community development services. 
Property and sales tax, franchise fees, user fees and licenses, state and 
federal grants, and interest income finance these activities. 


Fund Financial Statements 


The Fund financial statements provide detailed information about 
the major components — not the Town as a whole. Some funds are 
required to be established by State law and by bond covenants. How- 
ever, management establishes other funds to help it control and man- 
age money for particular purposes or to show that it is meeting legal 
responsibilities for using certain taxes, grants and other money. 


Governmental Funds consist of the Towns basic services, which focus- 
es on how money flows into and out of those funds and the balances 
left at year-end that are available for spending. These funds are re- 
ported using modified accrual accounting, which measures cash and 
all other financial assets that can be readily converted to cash. The 
governmental fund statements provide a detailed short-term view of 
the Town’s government operations and the basic services it provides. 


Fiduciary Funds involves the Town’s role as a trustee or fiduciary for 
certain funds held on behalf of a specific purpose. These funds are 
used to account for assets held by the Town and are purely custodial 
in nature, where assets equal liabilities; therefore, related results of 
operations are not measured or reported. These are excluded from the 
Towns other financial statements because the Town cannot use these 
assets to finance its own operations. In addition, the Town is respon- 
sible for ensuring that the assets reported in these funds are used for 
their intended purpose. 


Additional information that is essential to a full understanding of the 
data provided in the government-wide and fund financial statements 
can be found in the Town Report 


GOVERNMENT-WIDE FINANCIAL ANALYSIS 


As mentioned earlier, the Town of Sutton has prepared the calendar 
year ending December 31, 2005 financials in a format prescribed by 
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the provisions of GASB 34. Therefore, for this financial analysis and 
for comparative purposes, the Town is presenting the fiscal year 2004 


data in a similar format.

Discussion of Business-type Activities 


The government-wide financial statements of the Town of Sutton in- 
clude governmental activities. Most of the Town’s basic services are 
included here, such as general government, public safety, highways 
and streets, sanitation, economic development, culture and recreation 
and interest on long-term debt. Property taxes, municipal services 
and grants finance most of these activities. 


Chart #1, below, graphically represents the operating revenue received 
by the Town of Sutton from these five sources and also from miscel- 
laneous sources and from interest income in FY04.

The cost of all governmental activities this year was $1,708,761. However 
the amount that our taxpayers paid for these activities through prop- 
erty taxes was only $1,419,368. Some of the costs were paid by those 
who directly benefited from the programs in the amount of $400,633. 


Revenues of Sutton’s business type activities increased $321,673. Factors 
such as incentive programs offered by automotive manufacturers and a 
strong housing industry account, in part, for the increase in revenues. 


General Fund Budgetary Highlights 

The Town’s actual operating budget expenditures were $52,848.75 un- 
der budget. The most significant positive variance resulted from staff- 
ing. Staffing is budgeted for full employment throughout the year. 
Staffing and entitlements often vary throughout the year. Property 
tax collection was as good as or better than expected and there was an 
increase in motor vehicle registration fees. 


Capital Assets and Debt Administration 


Capital Assets 

The Town has adjusted its accounting policy to capitalize only assets 
that have a per unit cost of $5,000 or greater. The 2005 reported assets 
for all funds were $2,208,476.

Economic Outlook and Major Initiatives 


The Town’s total valuation increased in 2005 by $8,707,487. This was 
largely due to new construction. Property tax revenues are likely to 
continue to increase due to increasing property value. The Town will 
use the increase in revenues to finance programs we currently offer. 
Expenditures are anticipated to increase in the coming years. This 
is largely due to increased energy costs, staffing and infrastructure 
needs. In addition the town adopted an aggressive CIP Policy in 2004 
(saving for capital expenditure). Town will do it’s best to maintain the 
favorable tax rate, and if necessary, will utilize money from the gen- 
eral fund balance to help offset anticipated 2006 expenses.

Report from the Town Clerk 
And Tax Collector’s Office 


To the Townspeople of Sutton, 


n 2005, the Department of Safety upgraded our online program for 

motor vehicle registrations. Although we were unable to process 
registrations on the computer for a month and relied on our typing 
skills once again, it was well worth it. The new program has made 
it easier to process title’s, check on discrepancies between titles and 
registrations, and the daily balancing now available will prove to be 
a great time saver. 


In 2005, the Town Clerk’s office processed $331,259 in motor vehicle 
permits. This is an increase of $17,247 from 2004. Total Town Clerk 
revenues for 2005 reached $340,395.50 for 2005. 


The Town Clerk’s office is assisting the Supervisors of the Checklist with 
the new state wide voter registration system. We have provided the 
state with our checklist which they are converting to eHarbor, which 
is an interim on-line tool used to update the checklist. Once the data 
is entered and “cleaned up”, all of the information will be converted to 
the statewide system some time in early 2006. We may be on the new 
system for March elections. 


Things remain relatively the same in the Tax Collectors office. Dur- 
ing 2005, the office collected $ 4,264,067in taxes, penalties and interest 
payments. 


The Town Clerk/Tax Collectors hours are Monday, 12pm to 6pm, 
Tuesday, 8am to 12:30pm, Wednesday and Thursday, 8am to 4pm, we 
are closed on Fridays and open the last Saturday of the month from 
9am to 12pm. As always, appointments are available with advance 
notice. If you need an appointment, the Town Clerk can be reached 
at 927-4575.

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Report of the Budget Committee 


"TE Budget Committee began its 2006 deliberative session on Decem- 
ber 12, 2005 with several changes from the previous year. Robert 
D. (Bud) Nelson, Norm Forand and Paul Little stepped down from the 
Committee after providing significant contribution and thought to the 
process for many years. We thank each of them for their service and wish 
them well. New members to the Committee include Mark Loehr, John 
Silverberg, Eric Gregoire and Richard DeFelice. Given the changes to 
the Committee, we were especially appreciative to continuing members 
Lynn King and Jack Paige and ex-officio member Philip Buteau for the 
experience and perspective they were able to provide to our sessions. 


The Committee met with the Department Heads at meetings held on De- 
cember 12 and 19th, 2005 and January 9th, 2006. On January 26th, 2006 the 
Budget Committee prepared their preliminary budget recommendations 
for the public hearing that was conducted on February 9th, 2006. At that 
time, department requests, the Selectmen’s recommendations, and the 
Budget Committee’s recommendations were presented and discussed. 


The 2006 budget year recommendations reflected two specific themes. 
The first was the increased cost of energy that resulted from significant 
increases in fuel costs that occurred in 2005 after the effects of Hurricane 
Katrina. The Budget Committee’s recommendations sought to bring 
a consistent thought process to fuel increase requests throughout the 
different departments. The second was the increased level of costs 
necessary to deal with higher levels of property development occurring 
in the Town of Sutton, which was manifested in increased expenditures 
in the Planning and Zoning process. 


To make this process work requires thoughtful public input. The pur- 
pose of the public hearing is to provide a forum for Sutton taxpayers to 
receive information and furnish input, which the committee takes into 
consideration during its deliberations. These are public meetings that 
help to shape the town budget. Your participation is encouraged. 


We wish to thank the department heads for their thoughtful and thor- 
ough explanations of their budget requests.

Once we 
got through the winter, the rains came and did not leave. 


This year we graded and re-graded all the dirt roads (some of them 
several times.)

As times change, it is becoming more 
difficult to maintain Sutton’s roadways due to unpredictable New 
England weather patterns and increasing traffic from growth within 
our community and surrounding areas. We continue to do our best!

he year 2005 was the busiest in the history of the Planning Board. 

For example, four major subdivisions, totaling 64 new building lots 
in Sutton, were on the Board’s agenda. Three of them were subdivi- 
sions of regional impact, involving the towns of Newbury, Bradford, 
and New London. The fourth subdivision on the agenda for the entire 
year with several iterations, created 18 lots on the former Maple Leaf 
Golf Course. Minor subdivisions of three or less were interspersed 
with major ones throughout the year. 


There were many personnel changes on the Planning Board. Dave 
White and John Csutor retired. Marnee Saltalamacchia resigned to be- 
come Land Use Coordinator for the town. Carrie Thomas and Sue Reel 
were selected by the board and appointed by the selectmen. Courtney 
Galluzzo and David Burnham were also appointed by the selectmen.

The 
Town of Sutton is a member in good standing of the Commission. 


The Commissions mission is to improve, through education, training, 
and planning assistance, the ability of the municipalities of the region to 
prepare and implement municipal plans; to prepare a plan for effective 
and appropriate development and utilization of the resources of the 
region; and to assist municipalities in carrying out the regional plan. 


The Commission provides a variety of planning services, including consul- 
tations on planning issues; planning research; sample ordinances, regula- 
tions, and planning documents; access to Census information and other 
data sources; grant information; review and comment on planning docu- 
ments; development review; and educational programs. Membership also 
entitles a community to affordable master planning assistance, geographic 
information systems (GIS) mapping, build-out analysis preparation, and 
other land use and transportation planning-related assistance. 


In 2005, CNHRPC staff: 


e Preparing a build-out analysis for the Town, including digitizing the 
Sutton tax map, developing a composite base of all parcels 2 acres 
or larger, and digitizing parcels in excess of four acres. 

e Continued work on the Town’s Master Plan, including preparing 
maps, reviewing, and amending the Future Land Use Chapter, writ- 
ing and refining the Introduction and Implementation Chapters, 
plotting maps for the Master Plan public hearing, attending final 
public hearing of the Master Plan. Discussed implementation strate- 
gies with the Planning Board. 


e Reviewed several major subdivisions, including one 18 lot subdivision, 
a revised 35 lot subdivision and a 35 lot open space subdivision. 


e Provided assistance on Class A and B roads related to trails. 
e Reviewed a cell-tower application for the Town. 


¢ Collected and processed traffic count data for the Town. 
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In addition to the local services described above, in 2005 the Central 
New Hampshire Regional Planning Commission: 


Provided general local planning assistance to member municipalities 
and responded to inquiries regarding zoning ordinance, subdivision 
regulation, and site plan review regulation revisions. 

Coordinated sub-regional workshops related to Planning Board 
process and general land use/transportation planning issues. 
Coordinated three meetings of the CNHRPC Regional Resource 
Conservation Committee (R2C2). The R2C2 seeks to bring repre- 


sentatives of each of the region’s communities together to work on 
conservation issues that affect the overall region. 


Conducted approximately 165 traffic counts throughout the region. 


Finalized the update of the FY 2007-2016 Regional Transportation 


Improvement Program (TIP) and participated in the development 
of the Statewide 10 Year Transportation Improvement Plan. 


Continued the development of the natural resources and transporta- 
tion chapter of the Regional Plan. 


Organized and hosted three meetings of the CNHRPC Transporta- 
tion Advisory Committee (TAC). 


Continued to maintain and improve the regional transportation 
model. The transportation model is an integral component of the 
1-93 Bow to Concord Transportation Planning Study and other local 
and regional transportation planning projects.

The total number of building permits issued went down by 10 permits 
this year.

Report of the Forest Fire Warden 
and State Forest Ranger 2005 


our local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of 

New Hampshire Division of Forests & Lands work collaboratively 
to reduce the risk and frequency of wildland fires in New Hampshire. 
To help us assist you, please contact your local Forest Fire Warden or 
Fire Department to determine if a permit is required before doing ANY 
outside burning. A fire permit is required for all outside burning un- 
less the ground is completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire 
Department of Environmental Services also prohibits the open burning 
of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire 
department or DES at 1-800-498-6868 or www.des.state.nh.us for more 
information. Safe open burning requires diligence and responsibility. 
Help us to protect New Hampshire’s forest resources. For more infor- 
mation please contact the Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 271-2217, 
or online at www.nhdfLorg. 


Fire activity was high during the first several weeks of the 2005 fire 
season, with red-flag conditions issued by the National Weather Ser- 
vice and extreme fire danger in the southern and central portions of 
the state. This period of increased initial attack activity prompted a 
5-day ban on open burning, the first such ban in several years. Despite 
the dry conditions, the state’s largest wildland fire was contained at 
29 acres. Our statewide system of fire lookout towers is credited with 
keeping the fires small and saving several structures this season due 
to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. Fires in the wildland 
urban interface damaged 10 structures, a constant reminder that forest 
fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should take measures 
to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to their home. Precautions 
include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine needles, 
and maintaining adequate green space around your home free of flam- 
mable materials. Additional information and homeowner recommen- 
dations are available at www.firewise.org.

Report of the 
Sutton Rescue Squad 2005 


s has been the pattern for the last several years, 2005 was once againa 
Aves year for Sutton Rescue members. A total of 167 patient contacts 
were logged. 74 of these contacts were for motor vehicle crashes on Inter- 
state 89. We responded to 79 incidents that resulted in no transport. 


Two of our brightest moments were when we had a CPR save and a baby 
was delivered on the way to the hospital. We are fortunate to have such 
a strong team for all these calls that are happening in our small town of 
Sutton. Through the Office of Emergency Management and the Home- 
land Securities Grants, we were able to apply and receive approval for 
additional blood pressure cuffs, oxygen regulators and a stokes litter. We 
look forward to practice with the litter out on our many recreational trails 
that go through town. As studies have shown that in the event there is 
a cardiac event, the patient has a greater chance of survival if an AED is 
available, AEDs are becoming increasing prevalent in our area. Through 
state funding a grant was received by Region I for the purpose of supply- 
ing areas of high traffic with AEDs. We have been fortunate to secure 4 
additional units that are throughout the Town. Units are available at the 
Town Hall, Vernondale Store, Trinity Bible Church, the Country Club of 
New Hampshire, Sutton Police, Kearsarge Regional High School, Sutton 
Central School, two with Sutton Rescue and two with Sutton Fire. 


Our focus for 2006 is to continue monthly trainings as a squad, with 
the fire department and area agencies so that we can offer you the best 
of the best. We hope to focus more energy on our cadets to get them 
trained in First Aid so that they are able to assist more at scenes that 
are appropriate for their attendance. We extend our grateful apprecia- 
tion to members of the Ladies Auxiliary, Police Department, Highway 
Department, Office of the Selectmen, mutual aid towns, and last but 
not least to the people of Sutton. We have increased in numbers and 
have members certified at various levels. 


Our goal for 2005 is to continue our outreach efforts to anyone interested 
in working with a great group of people, providing care to members 
of our community and those who travel through it. If this sounds like 
something that might interest you, please come to one of our monthly 
meetings, 2nd Tuesday of each month, 6:30 p.m. — Sutton Fire Station.

alee: cadet program has been going strong for two years now since its 
creation in 2004. We have retained most of our original members 
and have gained a few new faces along the way. This program allows 
young adults from the age of 14 to 18 to participate in fire and rescue 
activities, which they could not participate in until they turned 18. 
Cadets are allowed to do almost everything that the members can do 
with a few exceptions. We are not allowed to respond to calls on the 
highway, climb ladders over 35 feet, operate hydraulic equipment (i.e. 
the Jaws of Life, or chainsaws), or go inside burning buildings. We are 
not allowed to respond directly to the scene. Our by-laws state that 
we will respond to the station and ride to the scene with a member if 
it is deemed appropriate for us to respond. 


The cadet program allows us to be apprentices to the members of both 
departments. All the cadets are CPR/AED certified with the exception 
of one member. We have participated in a number of drills with the 
fire and rescue squad, which include vehicle extrication, a simulated 
house fire and Scott Air Pack training. Along with training, we have 
responded to numerous Fire and Rescue calls. We all have some type 
of protective gear and old rescue radios. 


Cadet meetings are held the second Tuesday of the month at 6:00. We 
are also encouraged to participate in both the Fire Department meetings, 
which are the 1st Tuesday of each month at 7:00 p.m., and the Rescue 
Squad meetings which are the 2nd Tuesday of each month at 6:30 p.m. 
All of these meetings are held at the Fire Station. If you know of a 
Sutton student who would be interested in becoming a cadet please 
call Wendy Grimes at 927-4321 or Jon Thomas at 927-6396.

ord has definitely gotten out that Sutton is a great place in which 
W: live. We have attracted developers from both in and out of 
state, and several large subdivisions have gone before the Planning 
Board this past year, some approved and some still going through the 
process. The Sutton Conservation Commission (SCC) has been invited 
to provide comment where appropriate and has done so. As land is 
taken out of current use (open space) by these developments, the Land 
Use Change Tax (LUCT), which is assessed at 10% of the fair market 
value, goes in to the Conservation Fund. While we have seen the fund 
grow, it is with mixed emotions that we watch it do so, as each dollar 
represents land lost as open space forever. 


Ideally, the Conservation Fund is used to replace, at least partially, 
open space lands which become developed. However, the price of land 
today is prohibitively high, making out right purchase of any sizeable 
property less of an option. What we can do is facilitate the placing of 
conservation easements on those properties deemed “special places”, by 
working with both the land owner and a land protection group such as 
the Ausbon Sargent Land Preservation Trust (ASLPT), with whom we 
have partnered on several projects. By placing an easement ona prop- 
erty, the land remains in private hands, is still on the Town’s tax rolls, 
can still be farmed and timbered, can be tailor fit to each landowner’s 
special circumstance and, most important, can protect some or all of the 
land as open space. Private donations of land to the Town is another 
way to achieve protection. 


Conservation easements are not used solely for use with private land 
owners, they can and have been used with developers when creating 
subdivisions in town. The King Hill Reservation, our crown jewel of 
protected open space at 441 acres, was both donated to the Town as 
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well as placed under conservation easement with the ASLPT, by the 
developer. We would encourage any interested citizen of Sutton to pick 
up a free copy of Conserving Your Land - Options for New Hampshire 
Landowners, a booklet we purchased for distribution to the public, 
available at Town Hall, which describes the process of placing an ease- 
ment on one’s land, with first hand accounts by various landowners 
as well as information from land use specialists and organizations. 
Please feel free to contact any SCC member if you have any questions 
about the process. 


2005 was a productive year 
at the King Hill Reservation 
(KHR). The SCC, with the 
help of volunteers, completed 
several maintenance projects 
on existing trails, constructed a 
bridge connecting KHR to the 
Putnam easement on Hominy 
Pot Road, laid out two new 
trails and planted crabapple 
trees for wildlife food. 


The Commission established recreational use policies for the Reserva- 
tion and is preparing a new trail map. Contractors made improvements 
to the Hominy Pot entrance which will result in a larger parking area. 
Members of the local snowmobile club did work on the warming hut 
and as well as some trail maintenance, and the Reservation continues 
to be used for training search and rescue dogs. While we applied for 
and received a grant from NH Fish & Game to mow some of the former 
ski trails, as we do every year, the unusually wet weather and mechani- 
cal problems experienced by the mowers meant no mowing this year. 
The money is still encumbered, so we are first on the mowers’ list for 
next summer. The SCC plans to continue with the projects begun in 
2005, and we would like to establish an adopt-a-trail program. Please 
call Don Davis at 927-4925 if you are interested in adopting a trail and 
maintaining it. 


A grant was applied for and approved by the Wildlife Habitat Incen- 
tive Program (WHIP), through the Natural Resources Conservation 
Service, part of the USDA. Several projects at the KHR will be covered 
by this grant. We hired the John Brown Company of Weare to cut back 
growth from the sides of several former ski trails with a “brontosau- 
rus” machine and have plans to do more such work in the future. This 
will provide some “new-growth” habitat favored by several species of 
animals which frequent the Reservation. 


The Town Tree Farm came up for re-inspection this year. A SCC member 
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met with a representative forester from the N.H. Tree Farm Program in 
November. While the tree farm was found to be in good shape, several 
recommendations were made as part of our management plan for the area. 
Recertification was approved in December and is good through 2010. 


The SCC reviewed and responded to a number of wetland permits as 
well as to a number of questions and complaints. We reviewed Intents 
to Cut Timber for wetland impacts and conducted on-site visits for same. 
One SCC members represents us on the S-R-K Greenway Coalition. Sev- 
eral members attended workshops and others worked with other land 
use boards in town on the proposed watershed and wetlands overlay 
district ordinances. Finally, last year the ASLPT agreed to hold conser- 
vation easements on three Town owned properties; the Mildred Lefferts 
Natural Area on Keyser Street and Kezar Lake, the Enroth Gift on Rt. 
114 which abuts the Lefferts property and the Russell Pond property 
on Route 114 in South Sutton. Placement of conservation easements on 
these properties ensures that they forever remain protected open space. 
In addition, the ASLPT monitors the properties each year and will help 
in the development of management plans for each. We learned too late 
for inclusion on last year’s warrant that these conservation easements 
must be approved by a vote of the Town at Town Meeting. The Board of 
Selectmen have agreed to place an article on this year’s Warrant which 
addresses this. We ask for your support. 


The time has come for Sutton to take a close look at the growth explosion 
that has taken place in the towns to our south. Most of those towns wished 
to retain their rural character. It has been shown that conservation land 
is the key to retaining the rural character of a town. Most towns failed to 
make provisions to protect conservation lands and now find themselves 
scurrying about, trying to raise huge sums of money to purchase their 
last remaining tracts of open space. We need to learn from their mistakes. 
We welcome input from the citizens of Sutton on which lands should be 
protected and how. The important thing is to act, and to act now.

A major public health alert we would like to call to your attention is 
Eastern Equine Encephalitis and West Nile Virus. Both of these infec- 
tions are transmitted from the infected mosquito to the human. 


There is no cure for EEE, and three of every ten people who get the 
disease die from it. In 2005, 7 human cases were identified in NH re- 
sulting in 2 deaths. 


West Nile Virus affects the central nervous system. In 2003 NH reported 
having 213 birds testing positive, as well as 6 mosquito pools, 1 horse 
and 3 humans. There were no human cases reported in 2004-05. West 
Nile virus activity varies from year to year. 


You can reduce your risk of contacting Eastern Equine Encephalitis and 
West Nile Virus by reducing the risk of being bitten by mosquitoes. 


Education is key to protecting yourself and family. In the spring, The 
Sutton Health Department will have information available at the Solid 
Waste and Recycling Facility, and the Town Hall. For immediate infor-

very year we try to think of creative ways of helping our less fortunate 

town folks. This year we managed the generous offerings of food 
and gift certificates. The support of neighbors is definitely a plus for 
living here in Sutton. 


However, when I see where most of the budget goes, there is clearly a 
lack of low income housing. We overspent our budget this year due 
to the request for rental assistance. The government programs for fuel 
assistance, the opening of a new food pantry in Trinity Bible Church, 
and the generous food certificates take care of the immediate physical 
welfare of our applicants. But housing is the big issue we seem to be 
facing now. 


Typically, the transient members of our community stay about a year. 
Then they move on to either another town with a larger budget or 
somehow get on their feet. The goal of the Town Welfare is to act as 
an interim assistance. 


As Overseer, I act as ajuggler. Managing the budgeted funds we receive 
from the taxpayers, the donations given during the holiday season, and 
all the while helping to keep the dignity of the client alive — well it can 
be a daunting task. But the rewards I see, the vision of which I pass to 
you the reader of this report, is a family in distress realizing hope and 
new beginnings. This is priceless. 


The major act of kindness this year, the re-roofing of a house, was a 
grassroots accomplishment. Someone saw a need and approached the 
need as something that could be fixed. The roofing was done and many 
people benefited from endeavor. This did not come out of the budget. 
It came about through the generosity of the people in this town. 


When you look up to the heavens on a clear night, please know that 
one day all of us will be twinkling down on this Town we so love.

ince its beginning in 1992, COA’s (Kearsarge Council on Aging, 

Inc.) mission has been to serve our nine communities by organiz- 
ing volunteers to provide needed services, recreational opportunities 
and entertainment for those 55 years and older. In the thirteen years 
since its inception, COA has neither asked for nor received federal or 
state funds for the services it provides to Andover, Danbury, Grantham, 
Newbury, New London, Sunapee, Springfield, Sutton and Wilmot. We 
are grateful for the annual appropriations we receive from each of the 
towns that we serve. The balance of the operating expenses for main- 
taining and staffing our year-round center on Pleasant Street in New 
London is covered by donations from individuals and businesses that 
recognize the ever growing need for the services we offer. COA does 
not require dues or fees for any of the more than 25 ongoing programs, 
with the exception of cost recovery for day or overnight trips. 


What many of us consider our most important service is providing 
door-to-door transportation for those unable to drive. Our volunteer 
drivers clocked 57,317 miles last year, 1,483 miles for Sutton residents, 
delivering them to medical appointments as far away as Lebanon or 
Concord. In addition to appreciating the quality of life that is important 
for good health, COA provides transportation for grocery shopping, hair 
appointments, visits with friends and programs at the center. Friendly 
help is just a phone call away from 9 am - 4 pm on weekdays. Most of 
our drivers are also seniors so there is always room for new volunteers 
to assure rides for anyone who needs one. 


Hard though it may be to believe, the first of the “baby-boomers” are 
now classified as “seniors.” We know, and they know that 55 is just 
a number and senior is just a word. Given good health, Act II can be 
more stimulating, less stressful and perhaps more fun than Act I. The 
need for the services and the social interaction offered by COA will only 
grow as the boomers and their parents live longer and healthier lives 
and find the charms of New Hampshire irresistible in spite of black 
flies, January and mud season. 


We thank all of our supporters: towns, individuals and businesses, and 
we hope that anyone with suggestions for programs will present them 
to us. COA works in conjunction with all of the other services agencies 
in the area to improve the quality of life for all.

s you are perhaps aware, Community Action Program Belknap- 

Merrimack Counties, Inc. generates funds through the mobiliza- 
tion of available federal, state and local monies. Support for the local 
area center is derived from a combination of federal appropriations 
and local tax dollars. The following summary provides a brief descrip- 
tion of services and the number of Sutton residents who participated 
in them. 


Commodity Supplemental Food Program is a nutrition program that 
offers participants free nutritious foods to supplement their daily diet. 
The program serves children less than six years of age, women during 
pregnancy and up to 12 months after the birth of their baby. Value $22.00 
per unit. *(An individual may not be enrolled in both the WIC Program 
and CSEP but a family may have members on both programs.) 


Packages—38 Persons—4 $ 836.00 


Congregate Meals—All elders are welcome to our congregate meal 
sites/ Senior Centers for nutritious hot meals, social/recreational ac- 
tivities and special events. Value $6.32 per meal. 


Meals—365 Persons—33 $ 2,306.80 


Meals-On-Wheels provide for the delivery of nutritionally balanced 
hot meals to homebound elderly or adult residents five days per week. 
Value $6.32 per meal. 


Meals—447 Persons—12 $ 2,825.04 


Transportation provides regularly scheduled demand response to 
and from towns in Belknap and Merrimack Counties to medical and 
professional facilities, shopping centers, and congregate meal sites. 
Value $6.75 per ridership. 


Rides—198 Persons—5 $ 1,336.50 


Emergency Food Pantries provide up to five days of food for people 
facing temporary food crisis. Value $5.00 per meal. 


Meals—3050 Persons—305 $ 15,250.00 


Fuel Assistance is available to income eligible households to help with 
energy costs during the prime heating season. Priority is given to the 
elderly and disabled. The average benefit for the 2004-05 program was 
$564.00. 


Applications—37 Persons—85 $ 26,590.00 
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Electric Assistance program is a statewide program funded by all 
electric rate payers which provides a specific tier of discount from 15% 
to 90% on electric bills for income eligible households. 


Households—30 $16,100.63 


Women, Infants And Children provide specific food to supplement 
daily diet of pregnant or nursing women as well as children under 
five. Participants receive medical/nutritional screening, counseling 
and education. Value includes value of vouchers and clinical services 
at $44.94per unit. 


Vouchers—67 Persons—6 $ 3010.98 


The Fixit Program mobilizes volunteers, especially skilled occupations 
such as plumbers and electricians, to assist elderly clients with small 
household repairs. 


Clients—1 Jobs—2 $ 38.21 


Head Start is a child development program serving children before 
they enter public school. Classroom and in-home learning services are 
provided for both children and their families. Value $8,000. 


Children—1 $ 8,000.00 


Senior Companion Program provides friendly visiting and respite 
services for home-bound elderly. Income eligible seniors (60+) serve 
as companions. Value to companions includes mileage, weekly stipend 
($5.74 per hour). Value to those visited is comparable to similar private 
sector services ($5.74 per hour).

Grand Total Services $78,994.83 


Information And Referral—CAP provides utility, landlord/tenant, 
legal and health counseling as well as referrals for housing, transpor- 
tation and other life concerns. These support/advocacy services are 
not tracked. 
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Report of the Lake Sunapee Region 
Visiting Nurse Association 2005 


ake Sunapee Region VNA is proud to provide home health, hospice 

and community services to residents of the town of Sutton, amember 
town of Lake Sunapee Region Visiting Nurse Association since 1970. We 
are committed to being able to meet the health care needs of residents 
of your community to the best of our ability. During the past year, 1290 
home care, and 254 hospice visits were made to adults and children 
needing skilled home health services. More than 383 hours of support 
services were provided for those with long term care needs. Fifteen 
residents used our Lifeline program and 13 individuals had their health 
status monitored daily using our telemedicine technology. Other services 
utilized include caregiver training and support, bereavement support, 
parent child program, and prevention and wellness services including 
screening clinics, foot care clinics, and immunization clinics. 


Our mission remains at the heart of our care. LSRVNA provides many 
services that are integral to our mission but which are not reimbursed 
and are often provided at minimal or no cost. These include support 
groups (bereavement, caregiver, parent/child), community education, 
certain hospice services, telemonitoring of patient health status, clinics, 
health fairs and more. 


Cost saving and efficiency measures are constantly explored. We believe 
that innovation is essential for a strong future. Thoughtful hiring and 
cross-training of staff, a growing volunteer base, and use of telemedicine 
and other technology like laptop computers for clinical staff are key to 
controlling costs. Our costs per episode of care are among the lowest in 
our region. We now have five years of experience in utilizing telemedi- 
cine. This tool helps us encourage patients and families to take an active 
role in managing their illness, reduce unplanned emergent visits to the 
hospital, schedule nursing visits with greater efficiency, and communi- 
cate useful trended data to physicians for improved disease manage- 
ment. LSRVNA‘s rate of unplanned hospitalization is 31% below the 
state average, and 21% below the national average. We know that it’s 
important to you as a patient and consumer to manage your illnesses 
and avoid emergency situations that put you at increased risk. 
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Staff competence is highly valued and LSRVNA annually invests in 
education of staff to ensure their skills will meet our patients’ needs. 
We have over 130 staff and more than 70 active volunteers. Nurses 
are certified in areas like wound care, hospice and palliative care, and 
advance care planning. Others specialize in cardiac care, diabetes, 
bereavement care and nutrition. Longevity of VNA staff means conti- 
nuity of care for our patients. Twenty percent of the staff has worked 
for the VNA for over 10 years, with the average length of employment 
at over 6 years. 


Lake Sunapee Region VNA depends on support from our communities. 
Funds appropriated by the towns help us to care for more patients in 
the face of declining reimbursement and increasing costs. About 65% 
of our revenue comes from Medicare and Medicaid. Medicaid reim- 
burses about 60% of what it costs us to care for a patient; and does 
not reimburse at all for mileage, care coordination or travel time. Our 
staff travels about 400,000 miles a year. In 2006, we expect the burden 
of high prices of gasoline alone to add as much as $32,000 in expense 
to our budget for mileage. Other challenges include a growing and 
aging NH population, nursing and therapy shortages, costly Federal 
regulatory requirements, increasing fixed costs such as health care and 
other insurance, and high costs of technology upgrades. 


When you, your family or neighbors need home care or hospice ser- 
vices, it is your right to choose the agency that provides that care. We 
are fortunate to have a strong base of support from towns, businesses 
and individuals and will strive to maintain our reputation in the com- 
munity as an agency that is responsive, innovative, caring and worthy 
of your choice. Town support helps us maintain our commitment to our 
patients and the greater community to provide the care that you expect 
and deserve. Thank you for your confidence in our organization.

i Sutton Historical Society is pleased to report that it had a most 
productive and rewarding year in 2005, made possible by our 
enthusiastic and hard working Board of Directors and by the contribu- 
tions made by many of our members. Membership continues to grow. 
Currently there are 242 members. We invite anyone interested in the 
history of the Perrystown/Sutton area to join this organization. 


The Sutton Historical 
Society maintains several 
historic buildings: the 
South Sutton Meeting 
House (site of the Old 
Home Day celebration), 
the Old School House a 
portion of the Blue House 
(where the Society has its 
office and museum), and 
the Camp Bueno Coun- 
selors’ Cabin and Light- The Old School House 
house on Kezar Lake. 


The Society’s regular Programs included the annual Pot-Luck Dinner 
(this year with an auction), Old Home Day, open houses of the historic 
buildings and the annual meeting, which this year featured the author 
of the New Town History, Jack Noon. The Society is proud to have 
been able to award three educational scholarships to Sutton graduating 
seniors. It plans to continue to provide scholarships annually. 


Several oral history interviews with life-long residents of Sutton were 
recorded and transcribed, providing valuable insight into the evolution 
and progress of Sutton, as we know it today. A new book containing 
many of these interviews will be published in 2006. 


The Archive Committee also had another good year with document acqui- 
sition and preservation and is in the process of inventorying these valuable 
historical documents, all of which were received through contributions. 


The Society has undertaken to promote and support the New Town 
History Project. It has made a long-term commitment, which will cover 
several years to see this project through to completion. Our history 
sessions continue every third Wednesday evening of each month from 
7-9 p.m. in the Baptist Church in North Sutton. We are very fortunate 
to have Carlton Bradford and Jack Noon conducting these sessions. We 
have had many entertaining evenings hearing from various residents 
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and other speakers on a number of subjects, including the many mills, 
which were in Sutton, the bowling alley, which was by Kezar Lake, and 
the history of the King Ridge Ski Resort.

The first volume of the New Town History entitled “Perrystown, 1749-1784” 
The Early History of Sutton, New Hampshire” was published this year, 
and Jack Noon is well into the second volume, which should be published 
in 2006.

QO” in four New Hampshire residents took advantage of at least 
one University of New Hampshire Cooperative Extension program 
last year. 


Our programs offer non-formal education in parenting, family finances, 
food safety, home gardening, 4-H (including clubs, camps, special 
interest programs and after school programs) for children and teens, 
nutrition education for low income families and life-skill development 
for welfare recipients. Merrimack County Extension staff provides edu- 
cation to forest landowners and commercial farmers that helps keep 
their enterprises profitable, while preserving open space and protecting 
natural resources. This is important to community members because 
studies show that open space helps keep property taxes low. 


Merrimack County extension educators also work extensively with 
towns and school districts—organizing and advising after-school 
programs, helping school and town groundskeepers maintain athletic 
fields, landscaped areas, and town forests, as well as providing guidance 
to community boards on current use and other land use issues. 


Merrimack County Extension provides fact sheet notebooks to all 
town libraries and produces monthly “Coffee Chat” radio segments 
on WKXL radio, which offer information to residents throughout the 
station’s listening area. 


UNH Cooperative Extension operates a statewide toll-free Info Line at 
our Family, Home & Garden Education Center, staffed Monday through 
Friday, 9:00 am — 2:00 pm (1-877-398-4769). Last year, the Info Line 
handled more than 800 requests from Merrimack County residents. 
Extension also distributes a wide range of information from our Web 
site: www.extension.unh.edu. 


Finally, UNH Cooperative Extension trains and supports a large corps of 
volunteers: 4-H leaders, master gardeners, wildlife coverts, community 
tree stewards, water quality monitors, and others who extend the reach 
of Extension programs into many domains of New Hampshire life. If 
volunteer opportunities interest you, please call Merrimack County 
Extension office at 225-5505 or 796-2151, or stop by the office at 315 
Daniel Webster Highway in Boscawen next to the County Nursing

The Sutton Conservation Commission reminds owners of forest land that your 
timber is a valuable asset. Be wary of unsolicited offers to log your land or buy 
timber. Before you have your property logged, we strongly recommend you: 


¢ Hire a licensed professional forester to represent your financial interests 
and to protect the long-term health and productivity of your woodlot. 


e¢ Obtain a good written timber harvesting contract. 
e Learn more about current wood markets and prices. 


e Obtain free forestry advice from Merrimack County Cooperative 
Extension. County Forester, Tim Fleury will arrange to visit your woodlot. 
Please call Tim at (603) 796-2151 or 225-5505. 


e Learn more about NH forestry laws including: the Intent to Cut permit, 
the NH Timber Yield Tax, Wetlands permits, Best Management Practices 
for Erosion Control, Basal Area law for Stream and Shoreland Protection 
zones, Slash laws and Timber Trespass laws. 


e Visit the resource library in the Town Hall. Free fact sheets include an 
excellent publication entitled: Selling Timber? Do It Right! Other publications 
include information on: Forest Management Plans, Marking Boundaries, 
Logging Contracts, Best Management Practices, Timber Harvesting Laws, 
Cost-Share Programs, Licensed Foresters and Certified Loggers in NH. 


A timber tax monitor reviews Intent to Cut permits and visits timber harvests 
in Sutton as necessary to insure accurate reporting of timber yields. 


NH Division of Forests & Lands inspecting foresters visit logging operations 
to insure compliance with NH timber harvesting laws and to respond to 
complaints of timber law violations. Call (603) 271-2217. 


Proper timber harvesting provides multiple benefits: income, improved 
habitat, trails, views, and long-term forest health. Uncontrolled, exploitive 
cutting results in lost revenue, environmental degradation, public resentment 
and legal liability.
